However, all three remained on the payroll until the 
end of last week. Haldeman and Ehrlichman xised official 
cars and continued to visit the Wiilte House part of that time. 

It was explained that they were mnding up their 
affairs and working on problems of the transition. 

beveral times this week, Haldeman has been seen 
entering the Executive Office Building. It was understood 
he has used the office of his former assistant, Lawrence M. 
Higby 

A V/hite House spokesman said it would be incorrect to 
say that Haldeman has an office in the EOB. He is free to 
go to the office to work on his papers, the spokesman said.
